S.R.O. 210, dated 30th June 1961.— In pursuance of Sub-rule (a) of rule 8 of 
the Reserve and Auxiliary Air Forces Act Rules, 1953, the Central Government 
hereby specify the period ending 30th September, 1961 as the period within which 
every person who is or was employed at any time in connection with any aero- 
drome or in connection with the control and movement of aircraft in any of the 
capacities specified below shall furnish to the Deputy Chief of the Air Staff, Air 
Headquarters, New Delhi, through his employer, if any, the particulars of any such 
qualifications in Form II obtainable free of charge from the Directorate of Reserves, 
Air Headquarters, New Delhi provided that nothing contained in this Notifica- 
tion shall apply to a person if he has attained the age of fifty years: — 

(i) All technicians who are working or have worked on aircraft or its 
associated equipment for a period of not less than two years. 

(li) All technicians who are working or have worked on aircraft or airborne 
armament for a period of not less than two years. 

(lli) All persons who are engaged or have been at any time engaged in air 
traffic control and other allied services for the control and safety of 
aircraft in the air and on ground. 

(iv) All persons who are employed or have been at any time employed for 

providing Meteorological services for the planning and execution of 
aircraft operations or for ensuring the safety of fjircraft in the air 
and on ground. 

(v) All persons who are engaged or have been at any time engaged in the 

provisioning, custody and distribution, including transportation, of 
aviation stores.
